Compact, Short, Small 
But They're Being Felt 


The swing to smaller cars may 
cause Florida's gasoline tax re- 
venue to fall far short of esti- 
mates in the next few years, the 
Chairman of the Florida Pet- 
roleum Council, said today. 

Mr. John F. White noted that 
U. S. auto makers built their 
one millionth compact car of 
the year during June, and that 
compact cars now constitute 29 
percent of auto sales. 

It has been estimated that 
total national gasoline tax re- 
ceipts will fall well below. anti- 
cipated levels if the present 
trend continues, he observed. 
State gasoline tax revenues will 
also show a substantial drop, he 
noted. 

Taxes on gasoline have in- 
creased about 50 percent over 
the last 10 years, yhile the price 
of the product itself has remain- 
ed almost unchanged, White 
said. Florida taxes gasoline at 
Tc a gallon, and the federal gov- 
ernment takes an additional four 
cents a gallon. Florida motorists 
paid $167,393,000 in state and 
federal gasoline taxes last year. 

The high level of gasoline tax- 
es may jeopardize highway fin- 
ancing in Florida and through- 
out the nation, White warned. 
He pointed out that the fourth 
cent of the current four-cent 
federal levy is a temporary tax 
slated to expire in June of next
